Searching fer Treasure in 2 Sunken

In the year 1867 I found myself at Rio 
Janeiro, Brazi), just out of hospital, not a 
dollar in my pocket, and ready to ask the 
American Consul to send me to the United 
States in the name of charity. I had been 
out with an American whaler, and had been 
left there so broken in health that no one | 
supposed I could live two weeks. Asthe 
ship had taken no oil there was nothing | 
coming to me. Indeed, I was indebted to 
her, and, but for the few dollars raised | 
among the men, I should have been apauper | 
on landing. 

One afternoon, while | was on my way to

He was a blunt-spoken man, but a cau- 
tious one. He did not unfold his plans un- | 
til he had pumped me pretty dry, and ap- | 
"ene satistied himself that I was a man 

e wanted. Even then I only got a part of 
the story, and am still in the dark as to | 
many particulars. The stranger's name | 
was Capt. Roberts, and he had given up the | 
command of an English brig on purpose to | 
enter upon a hunt for treasure. Iwo years 
before, as he informed me, a coasting 
schooner, which was carrying half a millioa 
dollars’ worth of diamonds, ides a largo 
sum in rough gold, between Rio and Monte- | 
video, had been wrecked about seventy | 
miles below Porto Alegre. Why this trea- 
sure had been intrusted toa sailing vessel 
and whether it belonged to Church or State | 
or some individual I never learned. The | 
Captain had nothing to say about that, and 
I bound myself to secrecy regarding the | 
whole affair. 

How Capt. Roberts had located the | 
wreck wasa matter I did not ask about, | 
but I did hear it said that all- 
the crew were lost, I was a sailor 
and a diver, and he offered to stand all the 
expense of the search and give me $10,000 
in goid if we recovered the diamonds — 
only. If we got the gold as weil 
I ‘was tohave a larger share. He) 
had chartered a coasting schooner for 
three months, and was then getting aboard 
whatever he thought would Be needed. I 
signed with him thatafternoon as mate, and 
three days after we had picked up all our 
crew. Fortunately fer us, a ship came in | 
with twelve seamen rescued from a burning | 
barque at sea,and we took eight of them ied 
acook. This gave us eleven hands all told | 
on the little craft, but wrecking ia a thing , 
demanding plenty of muscle at the crarks, 
windlasees, and tail ropes, ‘The crew pro- 
per were not let into the secret, but signed 

or a voyage to Buenos Ayres and return. 
They were so happy at securing a birth 
that no one cared which way we sailed or 
what our ojbect. 

There was a Rio banker behind the ex- 

dition, as I accidently discovered, but he | 

id not come near the schooners, and Capt. 
Roberts visited him only by night. We 
were so well provisioned and provided that | 
it must have taken a snug suin of money to 
fit us out. This the banker no doubt ad- 
vanced and took hischances. At the Cus- 
tom House we cleared for the Platt in ball- 
ast, but some of that ballast had been taken 
abroad under cover of darkness. We had 
a diver’s outfit, timbers, planks, sparecasks, 
extra ropes and chains, and about the last | 
package received contained a dozen muskets | 
and a lot of fixed ammunition. Weshpped 
out quietly one night with the tide, and | 
before daylight were far away. 

Capt. Roberis had a pretty fair chart of | 
the neighborhood of the wreck and after a 
speedy run down the coast we reached it | 
one forenoon about 10 o'clock. When we 
came to work inshore we got sight of the 
mountains peaks laid down on the chart, 
and ina couple of hours were satisfied that 
the wreak was within a mile of us north or | 
south. Just there was a reef about four 
miles off shore and extending up and down | 
the coast for thirty miles. shind this — 
reef in many places was age water right 
up to the shore line. It being sunmer 
weather, with the winds light, but holding | 
steady, we anchored off the reef, and then 
the men wero then told we had come 
to search for a wreck. It was all right | 
with them, and after dinner two! 
boats were lowered to begin the search. | 
Takirg the sshooner as the centre, we pull- 
ed both ways, running close to the reef. | 
The treasure craft had been dismasted in a | 
squall and driven shoreward, and we con- 
fidently expected to tind her hull, if it had | 
not gone to pieces, on or near the reef. 

Before sundown we had made careful | 
search for three miles either way, but with- | 
out finding the slightest traceof her. Next | 
morning we tried 1t again, but nothing was | 
brought to light. In some places the reef , 
showed above the surface at low title, in 
others there was plenty of water to carry | 
us oyer at any time. The treasure craft 
might have hit the reef at a favorable spot, 
and been driven almost to the beach, but | 
before accepting this theory we gct out the | 
drag and explored the deeper waters sea- | 
ward from the reef. ;

His Eeart Fourd to be Wholly on The 
Right Side. 
CONFINED TO HIS BED FOR NEARLY 
EIGHTEEN VEQRS_UNABLE TO SIT 
IN A CHAIR—HE WAS LITTLE MORE 
TMAN A SUELETON. 

Pont Jerrerson, Mar. 30.—Edward Em- 
mons, generally known as the ossified man. 
died here yesterday morning at 4 o’clock. 
From time to time for years accounts of nim 
have appeared in the newspaper. For near- 
ly eighteen years he has lain in his bed 
almost ea rigid in body and limb as a log of 
wood, 

He ascribed his condition to inflammatory 
rheumatism. The physicians who from 
time to time examined him called it anchy- 
lovis, which is defined to be ‘‘ marked stiff- 
ness, or absolute fixation, of a joint, which 
may be due to various morbid conditions of | 
the structures entering into its formation.” | 
The hardening started in the toes of one of | 
the feet, and the disease crept up from joint 
to joint to upper portions of the body, 
finaliy locking the Jaws. 

Emmons was not 37 years old when he 
died. He went on the sea when he was 11, 
and was with Capt. William B. Dayton on 
the schooner Julia Willis at Georgetown, 
N. C., when the first premonition of his 
disease cameon him in the shape of a fever. 

When the ship reached Port Jefferson he 
had to be taken to his home in a carriage, 
and shortly after that, his joints began to 
become set. For «a year or eohe was

A Famous Historian Dead. 


The death ot Edward Agustus Freeman 
of small-pox on the 16th inst. in Alicante, 
Spain, caused as much regret in America as | 
in England where his historical work had | 
been known and admired longer if not more | 
intimately. His death was certainly un-| 
timely, although Mr. Freeman had enjoyed | 
fame for fourty years. As he was born in 
1823, he was but 69 years old, in the ful- 
ness of mental and physicial vigor, and 
theretore capable cf greater accomplish- 
ments. Mr. Freemen was born in Harborne, 
Staffordshire. His father was a scholarly 
man of leisure, and the boy nt an iaeal 
youth of preparation in the family seat, 
Pedmore Hall, Worcestershire. When he 
was 18 years old he entered Trinity Col- 
lege, Oxford, and at 22 was elected a fellow. 
He spent his vacations in long rambles in 
the old cathedral towns of Engiand, follow- 
ing his antiquarian instinct. Asa result of 
these rambles he published several books 
the first, ‘‘ Church Restoration,” a ring 
in 1846.

About a week or two ago he appeared to 
be sinkiag, and Dr. J. E. Gildersleeve was 
summoned.

He then mae the astounding | 
discovery, according to his statement last | 
night toa reporter that the sick man’s| 
heart was wholly on the right side of the 
inedian line instead of the larger part being 
on the left. There was ne valvular trouble 
as tar as the physician could discover, but 
the heart was losing its power to beat. At} 
each succeeding visit he made the heart} 
beating appeared to be continued with more | 
and more difficulty until yesterday morning | 
at 4 0’clock it stopped.

SOOTCH HOME RULE. 
Outline ofa Bill That is ta be Sabmitted te 
Parliament. 


Twelve of the leading Scotch members 
have introduced in imperial Parliament « 
bill for the creating of a Scottish legislative 
body. All the Liberal members returned 
from Scotland have given their adhesion to 
the measure, and many of the English 
members, including some Conservatives, 
have privately signified their spprovai. 
The members responsible for the bili are Sir 
John Kinloch, Dr. Hamilton, Messrs. Hant- 
er, A. L, Brown, Buchanan Long, Easelmont 
Philipps, E. R. Robertson, John Wilson, 
Shkiress Will, Q. C., and R. T. Reid, Q ©. 
Some of them were Home Ralersbetore Mr 
Gladstone The first part of the bill estab- 
lishes in Scotland a Legislature, consisting 
of the Queen and a Scotch legislative bedy, 
‘to make laws and alter and repeal any law 
in Scotland,” except those which relate to 
matters of Imperial administraticn, inciad- 
ing the army azd navy, postal ard telegraph 
services, treaties of peace and war, trade, 
navagation, coinage, copyright, patent 
rights, and succession to the Crown or re- 

ency. The Scottish Legislature shall not 
make any law for establishing or endowning 
any religion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof, or imposing any disability or con- 
ferring any privilege on account of religions 
belief ; shall not abrogate or derogate from 
the right to establish and maintain any 
place of denominational education, institu- 
tion, or charity, or prejudicially affect the 
right of any child to attend a school receiy 
ing public money without —— the 
religious instruction of that school, and shail 
not make any law imposining or relating to 
the duties of customs or excise. 

The Scotch Parliament is to consiat of the 
Scotch members returned to the Imperial 
Parliament, excepting those returned for 
Scotch universities. It will meet in autumn 
and consider all bills and all business ex- 
clusively relating to Scotland. The bills 
passed become law under the assent of @he 
Queen, and will not require the sanction of 
the Imperial Parliament nor of the House of 
Lords. Neither the Imperial Parliament 
nor the Government shall have any power 
of veto on measares passed by the Scotch 
legislative body. Should the questicn arise 
whether a measure approved by the Seoteh 
Parliament is witain its powers, the matter 
will be referred to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council, and if that committee 
decides that the bill is not within the 
powers of the Scotch Parliament the sasent 
of the Queen ia to be with-held 

The executive government of Scotland 
shall be vested in the Queen and carried on 
by the Secretary for Scotland, witit auch 
officers and Council as may be provided by 
the Scottish Legisiature For the purpose 
of administration, the Seottish Legis’ature 
may impose taxes other than duties of cus- 
toms or excise; shall create a Scottish con- 
solidated fund separate from the consolidat- 
ed fund of for the United Kingdom.

To Protect Game and Fish. 


The Ontario Game and Fish Commission, 
pointed in November, 1890, haa finished 
‘labors, and its report was submitted to 
we provincial legislature last week. The 
province was divided by the comcnissioners 
into districts, and a large number of witness- 
were examined in each district. The 
Inmissioners report as follows: 
The answers received by thecommissivners 
'o the questions sent out by them, and the 
idence heard from witnesses who appear- 
ed before them to give evidence, point toa 
‘ate of affairs which, as far asthe game and 
tishof the provinceis concerned, is most 
darming. It would have been well if the 
commission, Which is now making its report 
had been issued yearsage. On all sides, 
trom every quarter, has been heard the same 
sickening tale of merciless ruthless and 
remorseless slaughter. Where buta few 
years agogame was plentiful it 1s hardly 
now to be found, and there is great danger 
that, as inthe case of the butfalo, even 
those animals which have been so numer- 
ousas to be looked upon with contempt will 
soon become extinct. 
In many places where game an‘mals form- 
erly abounded large cities stand to-day ; the 
clearing up the land, the cutting down of 
the forests, the introduction of railways, the 
ravages of the wolves, the indiscriminate 
hunting of the human assassin and the vse 
of dynamite and net have all contributed to 
the general decrease of the game and fish of 
the land.
